The principle upon which 
the redistribution was to be. rade 
was first agreed to by the House af- 
ter full discussion, and then a joint 
committee from both sides of the 
House appointed to give effect to the 
principle laid-down. Ofcourse, the 
government majority can only be ex- 
pected to look out for the party in- 
terests, but at every stage of the 
game their attitude and action is 
open to the most public criticism by 
their opponents, and under the cir- 
cumstances they cannot take «any 
any course for which they cannot 
give good reasons. 

The dispute in regard to the ar- 
rangement of the boundaries of cer- 
tain constituencies rests upon a SsUp- 
position of adherence to previous poli- 
tical preferences on the part of the 
electors, which is not altogether to 
be relied on. The supposition is that 
a town or township which has given a 
majority to a certain party for sev- 
eral successive elections, cun be de- 
pended upon to do so again. Hence 
the talk of adding this Conservative 
or Liberal township to this or that 
constituency, in the face of the fact 
that the provinee of Ontario for near- 
jy thirty years has consistently given 
a Liberal majority in the local House 
avhile it has alternated between the 
Liberal and Conservative parties in 
the Dominion House. It is not alto- 
gether complimentary to the judg- 
ment of the electors that they should

Monk, moved for the adjournment of 
the House at one o'clock. Monday 
was Labor Day, and, therefore, a pub- 
lic holiday, but on aecount of the 
press of business and the lateness of 
the session the government bad decid- 
ed to sit during that day, and, there- 
fore, members of the House who were 
desirous of attending to business 
were unable to take aavantage of the 
three days’ holiday tbat otherwise 
would have occtrred. When, how- 
ever, the House assembled at eleven 
o'clock the tendency of the opposition 
to obstruct was shown so plainly that 
when Mr. Monk suggested an adjourn- 
ment after one o'clock the premier 
thought it best to agrec. 

The forcnoon was taken up iD ase- 
ing questions regarding the direct 
news service between England and 
Canada. The service is already in 
operation and is proving very satisfac- 
tory. The Canadian newspapers are 
getting the bencfit of it without dis- 
tinctien of party and yet practically 
the whole forcnoon was occupied in 
asking questions regarding it. Not 
opposing it, for the opposition would 
not dare to do that; but simply ob- 
structing business, as is the privilege 
of members to do if they have, so little 
regard for the business of the coun- 
try and the dignity of parliament. 
Messrs. McCreary and Oliver protest- 
ed against the adjournment, pointing 
oat how unfair it was to members 
from tne eatreme east and west of the 
Dominion to delay business. While 
members from Ontario and Quebec 
could cup home at any time to 
straighten up their affairs, those 
from the Maritime provinces and west 
of the lakes were unable to do so; and 
every adjournment and delay in the 
business of the House simply keeps 
them so much longer from their own 
business. This they did not object 
to if business was being done, but did 
object strongly te being prevented 
from either forwarding the business 
of the country or attending to their 
own business by the obstruction of 
the opposition and by frequent id- 
journments. i 5G RR, 
September 8th, 1903.

Bulletin Correspondence. 

The redistribution bill bas been un- 
der discussion for the past three days 
and very fair progress has been made 
considering the difficulties ef the case, 
especially in the province of Ontario. 
A large number of the constituencies 
heave been agreed to and there does 
wot seem to be any serious disposition 
on the part of the opposition to ob- 
struct the werk. It is anly to be ex- 
pected that there will be criticism, 
particularly from members whose ‘con- 
stitvencies are seriously altered or al- 
together wiped out; but as this oc- 
curs to members of both parties, it 
takes away a great deal of the sting 
from sufferers on the opposition side 
who otherwise might be expected to 
be heard from. And even those who 
are pinched and therefore squeal are 
not beme backed up by their fellow- 
members to the extent that would 
naturally be expected. The fact ap- 
pears to be admitted on both sides 
that the redistribytion of 1882 under 
tke government of Sir John Macden- 
ald, commonly called the Gerryman- 


@er Act, was of such an unjustifiable | 


mature and so clearly intended to in- 
jure the then opposition or Liberal 
party, that it breaks the force of any 
argument as to upfairaess of the 
present redistribution bill. 

On Friday the constituencies of 
Brant, Brantford, Froncenac, exclu- 
sive of Kingston, Russell, Muskoka, 
Nipising and Ottawa City were agreed 
to. The balance of the redistribution 
bill will stand until the Grand Trunk 
Pacific has been disposed of. The op- 
position jeader bas beep absent from 
the House all week owing to con- 
tinued illness, but is expected to be 
in bis place on Monday. 

There is a dispute between the audi- 
tor general ana the finamce depart- 
ment which has suspended the pay- 
ment of al} accounts, including mem- 
bers’ indemntty, for the past three 
‘days. It is pot known yet how long 
the deadlock will centinue, but it 1s 
believed that legislation will be re- 
quired to relieve the situation, and 
legislation cannot be passed until the 
Senate reassembles about September 
2kth. It is to be hoped and indeed 
may be expeeted that this deadlock 
wwii! bring bome té the government 
in a pointed way the effect of the 
auditer general’s attitude in regard to 
the elestion and other accounts. The 
auditor generai 1s an officer appainted 
te check all payments of money from 
the treasury. Im order to place him 
beyond the reach of influence by the 
party in power he can only be remov- 
ed by an unanimous vote of both 
Houses. This makes him absolutely 
irresponsible to any one, and when 
be chooses to hold up the whole busi- 
ness of government he can do so. It 
is more than likely that his extreme 
attitude on the present oceasion will 


result in some amendment of the sys- | 


tem whereby it will be impossible for 
him to prevent the government from 
paying its honest debts. 

The Citizen, Conservative, pub- 
lishes a rumor this morning that Lord 
Stratheona, present High Commis- 
sioner of Canada in England, will re- 
sign during his present visit to Can- 
ada, and that he will be succeeded by 
Hon. Clifford Sifton, minister of in- 
terior, at present acting in London for 
Canada on the Alaska Boundary Com- 
mission. Senator Robt. Watson, of 
Manitoba, is named as probable suc- 
cessor to Mr. Siftonm. The rumor goes 
so far into particulars as to say that 
be will resign from the Senate and 
run for the Commons for a Manitoba 
constituency, in order to place him- 
self thoroughly in touch with the 
peovie. Mr. Watson was for two par- 
liaments the only Liberal member 
elected west af Lake Superior. He 
finally resigned from the Dominion 
Parliament to take a position in the 
Government of Mr. Greenway, in 
Manitoba. On the defeat of ihe 
Greenway Government he was = appo- 
inted to the Senate. The rumor may 
or may not have foundation, but there 
is no doubt that Canada would vain 
greatly in England by having as 
High Commissiener a man who was 
more in sympathy with Canadas and 
Canadian aspirations, and had _ less 
control over Canadsan finances than 
the present High Commissioner.
